"Industry must be thought of not 
primarily as an arena of competition 
for material rewards, but as a form 
of social service . . . .industry must 
be made to serve humanity, human¬ 
ity must no longer be sacrificed to 
the demands of industry.”

Without the increase of production 
which followed industrial develop¬ 
ment social services, as we have 
them today would be quite imposs¬ 
ible.

Industry does not 
consist solely of a struggle for mat¬ 
erial rewards, it is an effort to acc¬ 
omplish something.

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HISTORY Of RAYMOND 


By ELIZABETH KING 


On April 3rd of this year 1947 the 
first Horlal of the "History of Ray¬ 
mond was published. Nine months 
later na we prepare to Hay good bye 
to the old year we tenderly and re¬ 
luctantly e’ose our book of memor¬ 
ies for 1901. We have briefly reveiw- 
e<l the lives of these first pioneers 
builders of Raymond and what a 
store houRe of Interesting things 
have been discovered. To know them 
bettor is to love them more. In their 
religion they were devoted and char* 
stable and sincere. In their social 
.«tivitlea they were affectionate and 
happy. In their business dealings 
they were honest, dependable and 
skillful. As has been said befoie. 
that JeHse Knight paved the way 
but the Job was too great for one 
man no matter how gifted. It meant 
the cooperation of all to transform 
the Alberta prairies into a busy 
flourishing town. As we go back 
along the road of memory and tecall 
the rapid advancement of Raymond 
in so short a time many Impress¬ 
ions come to us so deep and lasting 
they will stay forever.

"Did It ever occur to you what Is 
the most he oic pari of founding a 
to ony of people which move into 
wilderness to establish a civilized 
community? You think perhaps that 
It is the soldier, the armed man or 
the laboring man, not so. It Is the 
women who are the mo:t heroic prr* 
of any new colony. Their labors are 
lesi because their strength is less, 
Their anxieties are greater, the risk 
they run are heavier. They suffer 
more. Perhaps their reward was 
greater too." 

As this writer said: "Let us bear 
in our hearts reverence for the wo¬ 
men folk going out in the wilderness 
to plant a new community." 

Let us pay tribute to the men and 
women, young and old who laid the 
foundation for Raymond in 1901 and 
that brings us back to the beginning. 
and "Uncle" Jesse Knight and his 
two sons Ray and Will. Let us pay 
tribute to these men by ending the 
1901 chapter with a brief biography 
of each. 

Ip a letter received from a dear 
friend and a Raymond pioneer of 
1901 kho now resides In Salt Lake 
City, he pays a worthy tribute to 
Jesse Knight and sons Ray and Will 
and to all who pioneered thif district 
in those early days.
